ing, The defendant s=tated that as
he and his wife were wnlking along
the avenue they were set upon by
Kelly and others who pelted them
with snow halls;

Fearing for his wife, who was then
in a delleate condition, he expostu-
latedd with the hoys, when Kelly nt-
tacked himm and struck at him. He
then threw Kelly against the fence
to prevent the latter from striking
him, and did not use a knife or do
anything further than defend hime-
self and wife,

John D, Falmero wasx convietad, at
a former =ession, of this charge, but
upon an alleged eonfesslon made by
Peterlline, a rule for o new trlal wns
granted in that case. The jury was
out at adiourning hour.

Arthur Probst, a boy ol eleven
vears of age, was tried for pointing
fire arme and ghooting at L, D, Wat-
gon, prosecutor,  'The  presecutor is
the son-in-law of John Stout, whose
land adjoins that of the detfendant's
